Meat Ran ks Hig h on Dietary List 


By L OG AN C L E N D E N IN G . M.D. 


SOME OF the good ladies in 
the service canteens are worried 
becau se the soldiers prefer “meat 
and potatoes and gravy and pie.” 
They fear this diet is u nscientific. 
They have been tau ght by the

“green grass” school of pseu do­ 
scientific dietetics that they shou ld 
pu sh carrot* and spinach. Let u s 
calm down and examine scientific­ 
ally the claims of meat as an ar­ 
ticle of diet. (I examined pota­ 
toes before.) 
The nu tritional valu e of a food 
is determined by whether, first, it 
fu rnishes growth and repair*— 
su bstances to bu ild tissu es and re­ 
place body waste; second, wheth­ 
er it fu rnishes energy — calories 
w hich are lik e coal to you r fu rnace 
or gasoline to you r engine; and, 
third, whether it fu rnishes cata­ 
lysts, the vitamins which control 
and regu late absorption and u ti- 
l.zation of foods. 
Meat is the richest su bstance for 
protein of any natu ral food. It 
contains weight fpr weight nearly 
fou r times as mu ch protein as 
milk , twice a* mu ch as eggs or 
bread, and eight times as mu ch as 
most vegetables. Not only that, 
bu t all the “vital” proteins are 
present in meat. The vital pro­ 
tein* are those that are made u p 
of the amino acids that are neces­ 
sary to growth and maintenance 
of weight and strength. 


Amino Acids 


There are ten of the*e: lysine, 
tryptophane, phenylarslme, leu ­ 
cine, isoleu cine, threonine, methi­ 
onine, and valine, are necessary 
for maintenance and arginine is 
necessary for growth. The tenth, 
histidine, is neces« ary for health, 
b it its rxact fu nction is still in 
dou bt. We k now these ere facts 
bpcau *e the amino-acids can be 
r^parated and fed to animals one 
at a time. 
You ng animals will 
rraintain weight on nine of them, 
bu t will not grow to maximu m 
u ntil arginine has been added to 
the diet. 
Hazards of protein malnu tri­ 
tion besides loss of weight and 
growth are lowered resistance and 
(a. are of wou nds to heal. 


I have no dou bt that some day 
pills of amino acids will be ex­ 
ploited ju st as the vitamins are 
now. 
Meat, eggs and milk are the 
only common food su bstances in 
which all these vital proteins oc­ 
cu r and in a condition to be ab­ 
sorbed easily by the hu man body. 
You can get them in vegetables, 
so the pu re vegetarian is safe, al­ 
thou gh it tak es a combination of 
beans, peas, corn, wheat, nu ts and 
a good deal of trou ble to get them 
all in a vegetable diet, lf you add 
milk , cheese and eggs, (the so­ 
called “ V.E.M.” diet— vegetables, 
eggs and milk —advocated by the 
lacto - vegetarian sect) 
you , of 
cou rse, are more lik ely to get the 
vita! proteins than by stick ing to 
strict vegetarianism. 
Bu t meat, 
milk and eggs are the only com­ 
mon articles of diet from which 
you can get all of them in con­ 
centrated and digestible form. 


Minerals in Meat 
As to minerals, meat leads all 
foods in the amou nt of iron and 
phosphoru s. 
Many 
foods 
have 
more calciu m than meat — milk , 
cheese, cau liflower, carrots, bean?, 
celery, fru it, molasses. 
Oysters 
have the highest, fish the next 
highest content of calciu m cf all 
the meat*. 
The caloric valu e of meat, ou nce 
for ou nce, is higher than nearly 
any of the other common foods— 
for instance, fou r ou nce? of pork 
contain 402 calories, of beef 369 
calories, of liver 177 calories, of 
beans 400 calories, of 
rn.Ik 75 cal­ 
ories, of fresh vegetables 
9 9 calo- 
ories, of bread 300 calories. Con­ 
centrated food, lik e su gar, is high 
—500 calories for fou r ou nces. The 
I fat content raises the caloric valu e 
of any meat. 
The vitamin content of meat is 
very high— it contains A, B, C and 
some D. 
The digestibility of meat is one 
of its main advantages. Whereas 
the proteins of vegetables and nu t? 
are to a considerable extent lo*t 
throu gh lack of absorption meat is 
nearly completely absorbed.
